Work  May  Start  Soon 
On  I  A,  Other  Projects 


Bids  for  the  new  Industrial 
Arts  Building,  which  will  more 
tl\an  double  the  size  of  the  . 
present  building,  will  be  open¬ 
ed  Oct.  30. 

Construction  for  the  new  fa¬ 
cility  was  initially  planned  to 
begin  by  Sept.  1,  but  the  ori¬ 
ginal  bids  were  higher  than  the 
$750,000  allotted  by  the  Missou¬ 
ri  legislature.  After  revision  of 
plans  and  specifications  with 
the  Board  of  Regents  approval, 
hew  bids  were  requested. 

According  to  Dr.  Robert  P. 
Foster,  president  of  MSC,  $600,- 
000  of  the  proposed  cost  of 
$900,000  for  the  addition  to  Mar- 
tindale  Gymnasium  has  been 
approved  by  the  state  legisla¬ 
ture.  The  other  $300,000  has 
been  applied  for  from  tlie  fed¬ 
eral  government  under  the  Fa¬ 
cilities  Act  of  1964,  and  con¬ 
struction  will  begin  upon  fed¬ 
eral  approval, 

The  $300,000  renovating  and 
remodeling  project  for  the  ad¬ 
ministration  building  is  sched¬ 
uled  to  begin  Nov.  21.  This  will 
include  enlarging  presently 
overcrowded  administrative  fa¬ 
cilities. 

President  Foster  is  unsure 
about  what  capital,  improve¬ 


ments  will  be  completed  next 
year,  but  he  has  requested 
$1,238,000  from  the  1969  legis¬ 
lature  for  the  following  facili¬ 
ties  : 

—  air  conditioning  for  Gold¬ 
en  Hall. 

—  a  central  warehouse  and 
garage  for  receiving  college 
material  and  equipment. 

—  $150,000  to  renovate  and 
remodel  the  present  lA  build¬ 
ing. 

—  $115,000  for  an  agriculture- 
farm  shop  to  maintain  farm 
equipment. 

—  $250,000  for  a  health  cen¬ 
ter  including  14  beds,  support¬ 
ing  offices,  and  treatment 
rooms.

Members  of  the  MSC  ad¬ 
ministrative  staff  have 
well  under  way  a  compre¬ 
hensive  study  of  ways  to 
improve  registration  prob¬ 
lems.

Blood  Bank  Membership  Status 
In  Jeopardy  Unless  Quota  Is  Met 


At  •  least  160  pints  of  blood 
are  needed  when  the  Campus 
Bleed-in  is  held  in  the  Student 
Union  Oct.  10. 

If  this- quota  is  not  met,  there 
is  a  danger  that  a  vital  stu¬ 
dent  service  will  be  lost.  Two 
years  ago  the  Student  Senate 
lequested  membership  for 
MSC  students  in  the  Nodaway 
Community  Blood  Bank.  The 
college  membership  was  to  re¬ 
main  in  good  standing  as  long 
as  the  number  of  pints  of  blood 
donated  equalled  five  per  cent 
of  the  enrollment  of  MSC.  In 
the  past  two  years  the  per¬ 
centage  quota  has  not  been 
met. 

Dr.  Charles  E.  Koerble, 
has  announced  blood  bank 
policy  for  students.

Students  who  are  cleared  by 
the  screening  process  at  the 
Bleed-in  for  giving  blood  may 
donate.  Students  between  18 
and  21  years  of  age  must  also 
present  a  parental  perniissioa 
card,  which  has  been  complet¬ 
ed. 

Dr.  KoerbIc  notes  that 
the  permission  cards  may 
be  obtained  from  his  office, 
the  dean  of  men’s  office, 
or  the  dean  of  women’s 
fice.  The  cards  can  also  be

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Band  Director  Ward  Rounds  Reports 


On  Communist  Infiltration  at  Columbia  U.

.  While  defending  every  right 
of  students  to  speak  freely  and 
to  seek  social  reform,  an  MSG 
faculty  member  sounds  a  note 
of  warning  concerning  invol¬ 
vement  in  irresponsible  mob 
action. 

Mr.  C.  Ward  Rounds,  band 
Erector  and  assistant  professor 
of  music,  was  enrolled  at  Co¬ 
lumbia  University  in  New  York 
City  last  April  when  student 
agitators  joined  forces  to  take 
over  four  classroom  buildings. 

“These  misguided  students 
were  played  for  a  bunclj  of 
patsies  by  Mark  Rudd  and  oth¬ 
er  leaders  of  the  Students  for 
a  Democratic  Society,”  accord¬ 
ing  to  Mr.  Rounds-.  “By  the 
time  the  police  were  called  in, 
Mr.  Rudd  was  locked  safely  in 
his  room.” 

The  take-over  of  school  prop¬ 
erty  was  not  spontaneous,  but 
had  been  planned  by  Rudd  for 
months,  A&.  Rounds  asserted. 
Shortly  before  the  Columbia  in¬ 
cident,  Rudd  had  returned 
from  a  three-week  stay  in  Cu¬ 
ba,  where  he  had  traveled 
against  State  Department  or- 
d^s,  he  added. 

Mr.  Rounds,  who  has  re¬ 
turned  to  the  MSC  faculty 
for  his  ninth  year  after  a 
year’s  leave  for  advanced 
study,  is  convinced  that  the 
mob  action  at  Columbia 
was  Communist  inspired, 
organized,  and  financed.  In 
his  opinion,  leaders  of  SDS 
are  under  Communist  dom¬ 
ination  and  arc  paid  work¬ 
ers  of  the  Communist  Par¬ 
ty. 

“The  symbol  used  for  rally¬ 
ing  student  support  was  a  cry 
that  the  University  was  sud¬ 
denly  pushing  poor  people  out 
of  their  homes  and  small  busi¬ 
nesses  so  that  a  dormitory 
complex  might  be  built,”  ex¬ 
plained  Mr.  Rounds.  “In  truth, 
these  citizens  had  been  notified 
of  University  plans  six  to  eight 
years  previously.” 

Another  rallying  call  was  that 
a  public  park  was  to  be  taken 
over  by  private  enterprise  for 
a  University  Gymnasium,  the 
MSC  music  man  said. ' 

“In  truth,  tiny  Morningside 
City  Park,  which  borders  on 
Harlem,  is  known  as  a  mug¬ 
gers’  park  through  which  no 
person  can  expect  to  walk 
safely.  Three  men  from  my 
own  dormitory  were  mugged 
there  between  9:30  and  10  a.  m. 
one  Sunday  by  youths  from  11 


to  15  years  of  age.  Actually, 
the  comer  of  the  park  designat¬ 
ed  for  the  University  building 
was  so  hilly  even  a  mountain 
goat  wouldn’t  have  use  for  it, 
“Even  the  plan  of  the 
University  to  construct 
gymnasium  facilities  on 
the  lower  level  of  the  prtf-

posed  building  for  resi¬ 
dents  of  Harlem  was  con¬ 
strued  as  a  desire  to  down- 
^ade  Negroes,”  the  MSC 
instructor  said. 

As  a  music  student  working 
toward  his  doctorate,  Mr. 
Rounds  was  named  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  Columbia  Music  De¬ 
partment  on  the  Interdepart¬ 
mental  Student  Board.  As  a  re¬ 


sult  of  his  own  experience,  he 
learned  that  those  who  spoke 
against  the  revolutionary  type 
leadership  in  command  of  the 
Board  were  not  notified  of  fu¬ 
ture  meetings. 

He  charged  that  SDS  mem¬ 
bers  contrived  to  get  their  own 
candidates  elected  as  officers 
of  Phi  Kappa  Delta  hogor  so¬ 
ciety.  He  stated  that  SDS  mem¬ 
bers  suggested  that  such  con¬ 
troversial  speakers  as  H.  Rapp 
Brown  and  (Mr.  Rudd  be  heard 
on  campus,  and  educators,  re¬ 
specting  Americans  right  of 
free  speech,  had  agreed. 

Mr.  Rounds  decried  the  pol¬ 
icy  in  some  departments  of  Co¬ 
lumbia  which  aUows  an  equal 
number  of  students  to  sit  in  on 
all  faculty  meetings  and  exer¬ 
cise  equal  power  in  decisions 
concerning  courses  and  the  hir¬ 
ing  and  firing  of  faculty.  .In  his 
view,  student  power  in  this  de¬ 
gree  represents  student  rights 
far  out  of  balance  with  student 
responsibility. 

“Don’t  accept  .  blindly  • 
what  anyone  tclls^you,”  is 
the  plea  Mr.  Rounds  makes 
to  college  students  after 
witnessing  the  disruption  at 
Columbia.  “It  took  only  a 
handful  of  vicious  leaders 
to  pull  off  the  take-over  at 
Columbia.  The  rest  of  the 
participating  students  were 
swept  by  the  tide.” 

Mr.  Rounds  feels  an  urgency 
to  discuss  how  he  believes 
Communist  inspired  leaders 
operate  on  college  campuses  to 
take  over  young,  seeking 


minds. 

“First,  they  take  any  possi¬ 
ble  means  to  get  accepted.  Sec- - 
ondly,  they  take  over  the 
school  newspaper  and  print  on¬ 
ly  their  own  slanted  views. 
Then  they  bring  about  an  act 
of  aggression  or  violence  so 
that  the  police  are  brought  in. 
They  then  scream  ‘police  bru¬ 
tality’  and  are  soon  immune 
from  civil  law. 

“These  leaders  want  total 
anarchy,”  Mr.  Rounds  declar¬ 
ed.  “When  the  police  finally 
rooted  them  out  at  Columbia, 
they  shouted,  ‘Fidel  won, 
Guevara  won,  we  will  win, 
too.’  They  were  waving  Com¬ 
munist  hammer  and  sickle 
flags.”

Students  preparing  for  grad¬ 
uate  school  should  contact  the 
Dean  of  Students’  office  to  ob¬ 
tain  information  about  gradu¬ 
ate  testing  services.

Are  you  ready  to  die  because 
blood  costs  $50  a  pint?  If  no't, 
then  why  not  donate  to  help 
the  Campus  Bleed-in  meet  its 
quota  of  160  pints  on  Oct.  10 
at  the  Union? 

If  MSC  students  fail  to 
achieve  this  goal,  the  group 
members'hdp  plan  for  the  stu¬ 
dents  may  be  cancelled  by  the 
Nodaway  County  Community 
Blood  Bank.  If  this  program 
were  to  stop,  the  students 
would  lose  their  right  to  be  fur- 
ndsihed  blood  for  a  transfusion 
anywhere  in  the  United  States 
for  a  mere  processing  fee  of 
$16.  Because  the  demand  for 
blood  is  so  intense,  the  price 


Would  Pre-Registration  End  Frustration? 


After  the  rigors  of  fall  regis¬ 
tration  and  pre-registi'ation, 
MSC  students  have  much  to 
say  concerning'  this  subject. 
Some  of  the  comments: 
“Registration  could  be 
■worse,  but  I  doubt  it.” 

“It’s  mass  confusion!” 

“The  whole  procedure  is 
luiderstaffed.” 

“I  got  all  the  classes  I 
didn’t  want!” 

Soiind  familial’?  Unfortunate¬ 
ly,  to  many  students,  the  an¬ 
swer  would  have  to  be  an  em¬ 
phatic  “yes.”  What  justifica¬ 
tions  do  students  have  for  feel¬ 
ing  this  way  about  college  reg¬ 
istration? 

In  fairness,  it  must  be 
said  that  the  administra¬ 
tion  has  made  efforts  to 
minimize  the  confusion  of 
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past  years,  but  apparently 
more  needs  to  be  done. 
The  whole  procedure 
seems  to  be  nerve-wrack¬ 
ing  for  both  students  and 
faculty  alike. 

Closed  classes  is  the  most 
common  complaint  of  students. 
Reasons,  valid  or  otherwise, 
given  for  this  frustrating  oc¬ 
currence  include:  not  enough 
classes  available  for  students, 
too  late  registration,  freshman 
pre  -  registration  filling  the 
classes,  people  registering  first 
“pulling  cards”  for  friends, 
and  withholding  of  cards  by 
teachers. 

For  the  bewildered  fresh¬ 
man,  the  strains,  of  registra¬ 
tion  were  lessened  by  pre-regis¬ 
tration.  This  procedure  has 
generally  met  with  freshman 
approval,  but  some  reserva¬ 
tions  were  evident  with  upper¬ 
classmen.  More  than  one  stu¬ 
dent  found  his  required  cours¬ 
es  filled  by  pre-registered  stu¬ 
dents  who  would  usually  have 
three  years’  more  lime  to  take 
the  class. 

Needless  to  say,  not  ev¬ 
eryone  can  register  first 
and  have  priority  of  admit¬ 
tance  to  all  classes.  Many 
students  voiced  the  opin¬ 
ion,  though,  that  pre-regis¬ 
tration  for  all  students 
would  alleviate  some  prob¬ 
lems.  Another  suggestion 
was  that  students  sign  up 
for  course’s  ahead  of  time; 
then  enough  classes  could 
be  scheduled  to  fit  their 
needs. 

Long  limes  were  another 
complaint.  Students  who  spent 
countless  hours  in  line  felt  that 
more  tables  should  be  set  up 


to  accommodate  those  making 
payment  of  fees,  room  and 
board,  and  scholarships.  Oth¬ 
ers  questioned  believed  that 
items  sucli  as  auto  registration 
could  be  taken  care  of  by  mail. 

“With  increasing  enrollment, 
will  the  lines  get  longer  each 
semester?”  “Will  the  courses 
be  harder  to  get?”  “Can’t 
some  way  be  found  to  set  up 
a  more  popular  procedure  for 
registi-ation?”  .  .  .  These  are 
questions  students  hope  will  be 
answered  in  a  positive  way. 


per  pint  would  then  soar  to  ap¬ 
proximately  $50. 

In  a  search  to  find  a  remedy 
for  the  lack  of  interest  in  tlw 
Bleed-in,  a  Missourian  repoi^- 
er  asked  several  students  for 
pggestions.  A  synopsis  of  their 
ideas  is  basically:  “Have  some 
sort  of  competition  in  the 
Bleed-in  with  either  a  cash 
prize  or  a  traveling  trophy 
awarded  to  the  group  donating 
the  most  blood  at  each  Bleed!- 
in.” 

.  Others  suggested  friendly 
competition  between  fraterni¬ 
ties,  sororities,  and  dorms. 

A  second  poknt  brought  up 
by  some  students  was  the  need 
for  more  information  about  the 
operation  of  the  program.  This 
is  exemplified  by  the  student 
who  was  skeptical  about  it  be¬ 
cause  of  lack  of  information 
about  what  becomes  of  the 
blood. 

If  more  information  were  cir¬ 
culated  before  each  Bleed-in 
about  the  reason  for  the  Bleed- 
in,  its  operation,  and  the  bene¬ 
fits,  more  blood  might  be  do¬ 
nated.

The  department  of  speech 
p:.thology  and  audiology  at  the 
Albany  clinic  is  oonoerned  with 
the  speech,  language,  hearing, 
and  other  related  aspects  of 
each  case.  “We  are  interested 
not  only  in  a  correct  diagnosis 
but  also  with  the  cause  and 
possible  rehabilitation  of  the 
defect,”  Drew  said. 

Eecently  a  program  of  diag¬ 
nostic  therapy  was  initiated  by 
the  speech  pathology  depart¬ 
ment  in  addition  to  an  outline 
for  behavior  modification.  The 
total  plan  was  designed  to 
give  more  insight  into  special 
techniques  which  might  be  em¬ 
ployed  by  those  associated 
with  the  patient  after  his  dis¬ 
missal  from  the  clinic. 

“We  feel  that  it  is  unfair  to 
make  recommendations  in 


terms  of  therapy  unless  w® 
have  at  least  put  some  of  the 
recommendations  into  practice 
with  the  p?itient  in  a  therapy 
setting,”  Drew  added. 

“Working  at  the  Albany  clin¬ 
ic  has  given  me  a  chance  to 
see  and  work  with  a  variety  of 
disorders  rather  than  simply 
reading  about  them.  It  has 
served  to  broaden  my  views 
of  the  mentally  deficient,  and 
it  has  made  me  more  aware 
of  the  need  for  better  methods 
of  diagnosis  and  therapy,”  he 
concluded.

Tutoring  Program  Is  Appreciated 
By  Both  Trainers  and  Trainees 


•‘Elementary  and  secondary 
‘slow  learners’  need  a  human 
being  that  is  seriously  concern¬ 
ed  about  them,  and  a  person 
that  has  the  time  and  the  pa¬ 
tience  to  work  on  an  individual 
basis.” 

‘This  philosophy  of  Dr.  David 
E.  Dial,  assistant  professor  of 
education,  motivates  the  Tutor¬ 
ial-Aide  Program  which  is  di¬ 
rected  at  the  pupil  having 
some  academic  (^iculty  in 
classroom  work. 

Innovated  dwing  the  first  se¬ 
mester  of  the  1967  school  year, 
the  experimental  tutorial  pro- 
gram  placed  14  volunteers  in  T 
the  Maryville  Public  Schools 
and  <MJe  in  Mercer.  During  the 
second  semester  40  tutorial 
aides  were  placed  in  cooperat¬ 
ing  schools.  ‘This  year  over  50 
students  from  the  secondary 
methods  and  materials’  class¬ 
es  are  teaching  in  Pickering, 
Albany,  Mt.  Alvemo,  Rosen- 
dale,  Bjarnard,  Hopkins,  St.  Jo¬ 
seph,  and  Platte  City. 

The  program  has  gained  |  .^ 
the  support  of  school  ad- 
ministraiors  in  18  counties  *5' 
ami  continues  to  radiate 
enthusiasm  among  its  tu-  ,  v; 
(orial  aides,  tutces,  and 
teachers. 

Under  the  tutoring  program 
not  only  the  slow  learners  but 
also  those  with  special  talent 
receive  attention.  Presently, 


several  industrial  aits  majora 
are  assisting  insU’uctors  in  col¬ 
lege  industiial  arts  courses  for 
elementary  majors. 

Larry  Langdon,  English  tu¬ 
tor,  made  this  comment  con¬ 
cerning  the  program:  ‘‘I  feel 
that  the  tutorial  program  is  an 
exceptional  opportunity  to 
make  the  transition  from  the 
student  to  the  teacher  role. 
There  is  a  revelant  transfer 
of  the  textbook  topics  to  the 
‘real  situation.’  ” 

Many  who  have  taught  in 
the  Tutorial  Program  feel 
,that  it  should  become  an 
i”  integral  part  of  the  cduca- 
-  tion  courses  at  MSC  lor 
several  reasons: 

1.  It  gives  security  to  tutors 
who  will  be  facing  the  chal¬ 
lenge  of  student  teaching. 

2.  'The  actual  teaching  ex¬ 
perience  reinforces  the  desire 
to  teach  within  many  of  the 
tutors. 

3.  Sensitivity  toward  the  feel¬ 
ings  and  needs  of  children  is 
actpiired. 

Upon  completing  his  lu¬ 
ll  toring  experience,  each 
[’  student  was  asked  to  ex- 
press  his  opinions  of  the 
i  program  and  to  make  sug¬ 
gestions  for  improvement. 
The  students  made  these 
'  comments: 

1.  More  time  is  needed  for 
the  tutors  to  spend  with  the 
individual  students.

Wells  Library  Improvements 
Include  Equipment,  Facilities 


Wells  Library  is  keeping  up 
with  the  increasing  college  en¬ 
rollment  by  adding  new  facili¬ 
ties  and  equipment. 

Old  and  new  students  will 
find  many  hew  features  have 
been  added  to  this  most  essen¬ 
tial  campus  buUding.  New 
stacks  are  now  on  order  for  the 
reserve  room.  Old  stacks  have 
been  in  use  since  the  library 
was  located  in  the  Administra¬ 
tion  Building. 

A  place  of  interest  to  many, 
students  is  the  new  record  lis- 
tendng  room  which  is  located 
off  the  browsing  room.  Al¬ 
though  primarily  for  music 
students,  others  who  have  their 
own  records  may  play  them  on 
either  of  two  turn  taWes  in  this 
area. 

There  are  approximately  125 
albums  to  listen  to;  however, 
these  cannot  be  checked  out. 
In  the  future,  additional  rec¬ 
ords  will  be  purchased,  Mr. 
James  Johnson,  librarian,  said. 
A  tape  deck  is  also  provided 
for  students  who  have  their 
own  tap^  although  tapes  are 
not  available  in  the  Hbrary. 

Located  on  the  fifth  level  of 
stacks  are  several  newspapers. 


including  the  “St.  Louis  Post 
Dispatch”  and  the  “St.  Louis 
Globe-Democrat”  dating  from 
1876  to  1950.  The  library  receiv¬ 
ed  this  bound  series  of  news¬ 
papers  from  the  Missouri  His¬ 
torical  Society  in  Columbia. 

Newly  completed  additions 
have  made  room  for  300,000 
books  with  present  totals  of 
110,000  books.  According  to  Mr. 
Johnson,  chairman  of  the  li¬ 
brary  science  department,  the 
number  of  books  has  more 
than  tripled  in  the  past  20 
years.  New  seating  space  will 
Hicrease  the  capacity  by  more 
than  half,  enabling  the  library 
to  seat  1,350  students. 

Two  Xerox  machines  are 
available  for  students  wishing 
to  copy  materials.  A  small 
charge  is  made  for  this  ser¬ 
vice. 

New  textbooks  are  now  on 
order  since  90  different  text¬ 
books  were  in  short  supply  at 
beginning  of  the  semester. 
Instructors  wiE  be  notified 
when  these  books  airive.  A 
number  of  used  textbooks  maiy 
be  purchased  in  the  textbook 
room  for  25  cents  per  book.-

Senate  Discusses  Men  s  Dress 
Regulations,  Student  Housing 
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The  MSG  Student  Senate  con¬ 
tinued  to  deal  with  major  cam¬ 
pus  issues  in  its  second  session 
Thursday  night. 

Men’s  dress  regulations 
again  came  to  the  attention  of 
the  Scmle.  Senators  reported 
that  students  were  complaining 
aljout  food  seiwice  workers  tak¬ 
ing  their  names  when  not 
di  essed  in  accordance  with  the 
dress  code. 

Dean  or  students  C.  E. 
Koerble  said  tliat  when  the 
students  came  to  meals  inap- 
piopriately  dressed,  their 
names  are  taken  down  along 
with  the  offense  and  turned  in¬ 
to  his  office.  This  information 
is  being  filed  for  later  action. 

Specific  complaints  were  air¬ 
ed  by  some  senators  and  Sen¬ 
ator  Richard  Dean  pointed  out 
he  had  made  the  list  by  wear¬ 
ing  a  tui'Ueneck  shirt.  It  was 
explained  some  students  were 
being  sent  back  to  their  dorms 
and  some  were  simply  being 
reported  to  the  Dean’s  office. 

The  dress  regulation  problem 
was  referred  to  the  student  af¬ 
fairs  committee  for  considera¬ 
tion  and  action. 

Freslimen  election  plans 
were  announced  by  Senator  Al¬ 
an  Wagner.  The  nominating 
convention  is  set  for  Wednes¬ 
day,  Oct.  2,  with  the  deadline 
for  nominations  being  4  p.  m.

Goals,  problems,  and 
achievements  of  the  American 
Association  of  University  Pro¬ 
fessors  wTere  discussed  by  Dr. 
James  L.  Lowe,  state  presi¬ 
dent,  at  the  MSC  chapter  meet¬ 
ing  Sept.  24.  V 

Among  the  AAUP  goals  are 
encouragement  of  research, 
promotion  of  faculty  welfare 
and  cooperation,  and  investiga¬ 
tion  of  unfair  teacher  employ¬ 
ment  practices. 

On  the  state  level,  two  of  the 
major  problems  Dr.  Lowe  and 
his  fellow  board  members 
face  are  tlie  difficulty  of  com¬ 
munication  between  the  24 
chapters,  the  obstacles  to  ex¬ 
pansion,  and  the  securing  of 
funds  to  hire  an  executive  sec¬ 
retary. 

The  twelve  new  instructors 
who  were  guests  of  the  chapter 
were  introduced  by  Mr.  James 
L.  DeMarce,  president,  who 
presided  at  the  meeting.  Miss 
Olive  DeLuce,  emeritus  mem¬

The  William  Jewell  Cardi¬ 
nals,  relying  on  an  adept  pass¬ 
ing  attack,  ruined  the  MSC  ’68 
home  football  debut  Saturday 
night  by  a  score  of  19-0. 

It  marked  the  Cards’  16th 
straight  game  without  a  loss 
dating  back  to  1967,  the  only 
blemish ,  being  a  10-10  tie 
against  Doane,  Neb.,  College  in 
the  annual  post  -  season  Miner¬ 
al  Water  Bowl .  last  year. 

Utilizing  a  single-wing  of¬ 
fense  with  pro-type  variations, 
Jewell  completed  19  of  31  pass¬ 
es  for  211  yards  and  rushed  for 
107  yards.

Woods  led  the  bulk  of  the 
Cardinal  attack  before  he 
was  injured  late  in  the 
first  half  and  forced  to  sit 
out  the  remainder  of  the 
game.  He  rushed  62  yards 
on  seven  carries  and 
caught  an  equal  number  of 
passes  for  80  yards.  Count¬ 
ing  a  12-yard  kickoff  re¬ 
turn  to  open  the  game,  he  . 
accounted  for  154  total  of¬ 
fensive  yards  in  the  first 
two  periods. 

With  four  seconds  remaining 
in  the  first  half,  the  Cards’  Bob 
Meeker  booted  a  12-yard  field 
goal  to  give  the  visitors  a  10-0 
lead  at  intermission. 

The  Maryyille  offense,  rely¬ 
ing  almost  entirely  on  a  ground 


attack  in  the  first  half,  were 
forced  to  go  to  the  air  in  the 
third  period,  with  Steve  Schot¬ 
tel  hitting  Muff  and  Barry 
Monaghan  for  long  gains.
